;md Resht. The political disturbance; 
ihere have of course interfered witl 
-he progress of the work, and, stir, 
further, .the importation ' of Persiar 
and Turkish Scriptures has at times 
been prohibited. Yet the circulatior 
of the Scriptures has been continued: 
and the last annual report shows 77? 
copies distributed at Resht and Tehe 
ran. 
This report contained a lettei 


from the Rev. Mr. Doomboorajlan, re 
porting that during the Iwt ten yean 
he has been able to sell 6,400 coplei 
of the Scriptures in 17 different 
lan- 


guages, the greater part in Persian, 
traveling more than 2,500 miles, ami 
meeting in each ye^r one thousand 
difVerent persons with whom ha has 
had religious conversations.

Agriculturist asks for Information ou 
the methods of raising and marketing 
horse radish.

Ish Is a perennial and will .continue to 
grow Jndetlnltel.v If some or the roots 
are left In the ground, it Is usually 
treated as an. annual when raised in 
commercial gardening. It is 'most prof- 
itable us a second crop, following heels, 
cauliflower or early cabbage. Only Iho 
main root Is used for market, the small 
rootlets being broken oft a nil preserved 
•for planting. 


The upper part of each .set should be 


cut straight ami the lower part slant- 
ing so that they may be planted right 
end up. Of course, they will grow any- 
how, but they will nmlie a more satis- 
factory crop if planted properly. Tho 
sets may be stored for the winter In a 
cellar or In pits out of doors. H Is a 
good thing to sprinkle sand between 
them to prevent heating. While the 
crowns of (he plants may be reset aud 


I will grow, they do not produce a very 


Fntlsfactory crop of roots .for market 
and will not pay for replanting. 


The sets aro planted between rows of 


cabbage or .cauliflower In holes eight 
or ten Inches deep made with a light 
crowbar. 
They are covered two or 


three inches deep.

deeply they are likely to conie up too 
soon and interfere with cultivating and 
harvesting the lirst crop.

one hill of horse radish opposite each

Orchard and Garden Notes. 


Early cabbage, lettuce and cauliflow- 


er aro sown in the north iu hotbed* 


time from the latter part of Janu- 


ary to the 1st of March. Sowing earlj 
n February Is preferred by most grow- 
ers, although excellent results may be 
secured by later sowings If the frames 
are handled properly. 


It. usually takes nearly a week to get 


the manure ready for the pit, and from 
four days to n week Is generally re- 
quired for the temperature to drop in 
the frame sufficiently to make sowing 
safe. The render will thus understand 
that the manure for the hotbeds should 
be stacked abont ttfo weeks before he 
Intends to sow.
